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Admissions Lawsuit Saga Continues 

Controversial judge kept on case, but former admissions director gets green light on key evidence

T he $1.4 million lawsuit by a former 
administrator charging wrongful 
dismissal hit a big snag, but also 
won a key victory on Friday. 

Peggy Sheppard con- 
tinued with her fight to 
take the university to task 
for her 1994 dismissal. 

The suit made waves hist 
year when Sheppard 
charged that she was 
asked to admit athletes 
and the children of 
prominent Canadians, and was ultimately 
let go several years later because she refused 
to bow to the pressures. 

On Friday, Sheppard lost her campaign 
to have Justice Jean-Guy Dubois removed 
from her case, despite the judge's long and 
uncanny list of connections to the federal 
Literal Party. Dubois served as an MP at 
the s;une time as Solicitor-General Robert 
Kaplan, whose son, Sheppard claims, was 
admitted to McGill through the "back 
door" when Sheppard wouldn't let him in 
because he failed to meet basic admissions 
requirements. 

But the Appeal Court also ruled that 
Dubois ruled in error when he told 



Sheppard she could not present evidence of 
her treatment by McGill before her dis- 
missal in 1994. 

University administrators failed to 
return calls to discuss the ruling, but 
response to the verdict among the host of

backers that have rallied around Sheppard, 
was mixed. 

"I'll never believe I'll have a fair trial," 
Sheppard said, res|>onding to the decision 
on Dubois' recusal in an interview with 
The Daily, “but I'm happy 1 won on the 
evidence." 

‘Tin never going to feel confident that 
there's no partiality. The circumstances are 
just too uncomfortable," she said, pointing 
to the long list of links between McGill and 
the Literals, and the selection of Dubois to 
hear the case, a choice she calls question- 
able. 

Sheppard says she has yet to decide 
whether to pursue the recusal issue, but 



may consider taking it as far as the 
Supreme Court. 

Otherwise, she hopes to go ahead with 
the trial as soon as possible. The case, in 
which she has had to represent herself, has 
already cost her months in missed work 
and $70,000 in legal bills. 

When the trial does get underway, 
Sheppard sajs, she will move forward with 
plans to show that she was let go because 
she failed to bow to pressures to admit the 
unqualified children of prominent 
Canadians. 

And her witness list looks like a who's 
who of twenty years worth of McGill 
administrators. Slated to testify for McGill 
are Principal Bernard Shapiro, former 
Principal D.L. Johnston, former Vice- 
Principal Academic S.O. Freedman, current 
Human Resources Associate Director 
Jacques Sztuke, and Legal Services Director 
Vilma Di-Rienzo-Campbell. Among those 
set to testify for Sheppard meanwhile, are 
Athletics Director Robert Dubeau, 
University Planning Office Director Chuck 
Adler, Scholarships Manager June Morrier, 
and Margaret Gillett, the university’s 
MacDonald Professor of Education, 
Professor Emeritus, and the founder of 
McGill's Women’s Studies Program.

Sheppard worries, will make her 
case that much tougher.

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To Sign or Not to Sign? 

Pro and Anti-CBA forces face-off on the issue of the cola exclusivity deal

T u sijyi or not to sign? That was the 
question last Thursday for students on 
Iwtli sides of the CBA debate as they 
squared off in ljeacock 232. 

The Cold Beverage Agreement is an 1 I- 
year exclusivity deal between McGill and 
Coke worth an estimated SIO million. At the 
request of the company, the details of the 
contract have been kept secret, raising the 
ire of students, who organized a referendum 
on the issue. Those in favour of the deal 
empluLsize the necessity of the money given 
the context of funding cutbacks and a 
crumbling student services building. 

SSMU President Andrew Tischlcr and 
fonner President Duncan Reid defended the 
virtues of the pro-CBA position, while 
Engineering SSMI ' Rep Phil Collier and for- 
mer Daily editor Zacli Dubinsky argued the 
con side of signing the deal 

The opposition’s leading arguments 
concerned the secrecy of the deal. Collier 
argued that the confidential nature of the 
agreement was undemocratic and violated 
the principle of freedom of infonnalion. 

“| Pro-CBA advocates] are already giv- 
ing in to Ibis notion that Coke's demand for 
confidentiality surpasses and exceeds our 
right to infonnalion," lie said. "The conflict 
of confidentiality compromises Iwth the 
SSMU and McGill administration." 

But Tischlcr was quick to defend the 



confidentiality of the contract. “Coke does- 
n't want other universities to know how 
good our deal is," he explained. "/Ml stu- 
dents will lie able to see the contract once it 
is signed," lie added. At a recent Presidents' 
Council meeting however, the McGill's 
Director of Ancillary Services Alan Charade 
said that even once the deal is signed, select- 
ed tenus will likely not lie disclosed. 

Dubinsky explained that bottled water 
went up in price by 76 per cent after York 
University and the University of Manitoba 
signed their own exclusivity deals. 

"The problem is that we don't know that 
this isn't going to happen at McGill because 
we haven't seen the contract," he said. They 
tell us that we will be able to see the contract 
once it is signed, but I ask you, have you ever 
signal a contract you haven’t seen?" 

Dubinsky also added that Coke has a 
questionable international human rights 
record, lie referred to Coke's involvement 
with the military government in Nigeria, its 
links to the assassination of union leaders in 
Guatemala, and the class action suit cur- 
rently underway in the US, pul forward by 
black workeis who say they are paid 59 per 
cent less than their white counterparts. 

"The question is, do we want to associ- 
ate our entire university with this compa- 
ny?" he asked. 

Reid did not deny any allegations about 
Coke's human rights record brought forth 
by Dubinsky. “I really dislike the company, 



but seeing the advantages of the deal has 
really changed my pcrepective," he said. "I 
don't think anyone wants Coke on campus. 

I don’t think anyone wants to be associated 
with Coke. I certainly don't." 

But Reid argued that this agreement 
was nonetheless necessarily in the current 
context of government underfunding of 
McGill. "1 think that people will notice that 
we've signed this deal after serious consider- 
ation of this issue, and that we only made 
this decision out of desperation," he said. 

"It is blatantly obvious that there is no 



solid and durable commitment to quality 
education. I think that is the most viable 
option out of all of them," he said. 

"By signing this deal, we would be send- 
ing the message to government that they 
don't need to increase our funding. Public 
funding is the only true option which won’t 
compromise academic freedoms and the 
integrity of the Student’s Society." 

One student asked pro-CBA representa- 
tives why the secrecy of the deal was neces- 
sary since the contract would lie made pub- 
lic as soon as it was signed anyway. Tischlcr

intention on the part of the provincial gov- 
ernment to reinvest in education," Tischlcr 
argued. 

Under the circumstances, he argued, 
“we have two choices. Either we sign exclu- 
sivity agreements, or we raise students fees.” 
But when questioned, Tischlcr couldn't 
guarantee that student fees wouldn't go up 
even if the deal was signed. 

“Those aren’t the only two options," 
contested Goliicr. "There is also the option 
uf pressuring the government to make a 



responded indirectly by saying that, "stu- 
dent's will lie able to see the contract once it 
is signed." 

Another student asked Dubinsky and 
Goliicr how they thought the Student's 
Society could get money to make the stu- 
dent building more accessible to people in 
wheelchairs if not through the CBA. 

Collier answered that it is, in fact, 
the responsibility of the administration, 
and not the Student Society, to make 
McGill an accessible environment. “I 



think that the lack of accessibility repre- 
sents a lack of commitment on the part 
of administration to provide access for 
students," he said. 

A student suggested that the pro-CBA 
ixisition was hypocritical because, on the 
one hand, Tischlcr argued that lobbying for 
government funding is futile and that it is 
thus necessary to sign the GBA, while, on the 
other hand, he organized a protest held 
Friday in demand of more government 
funding Neither Tischlcr nor Reid directly 
addressed this question. 

In his concluding statement, Tischlcr 
asked students to vote in favour of the CBA 
because the money was much needed by 
students. "(The CBA) is a Band-Aid solu- 
tion," admitted Tischlcr. "But I'd prefer a 
Band-Aid solution, than to watch McGill 
bleed to death." 

In Collier's closing remarks, he argued 
that students should not vote for the CBA. 
"The answer of the funding problem is not 
to sign the CBA. A Band-Aid solution will 
cover a paper cut, but what we're dealing 
with here is a hemorrhage,” he said. "This 
deal does nothing at all to reduce the finan- 
cial burden put on this university, it does 
nothing to get us successful quality educa- 
tion. let's look at rail solutions, let's look at 
quality education being funded by the gov- 
ernment, not by Coke." 
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CANDIDATES AND THE ENVIRONMENT

environmental issues around campus?" Here are their responses: 




Rom Severino - President 

Students, staff, and professors are all aware of the 
gravity of environmental issues, however, without a 
comprehensive and accesible program, our 
University’s actions in the area will countinue to be 
unacceptable. This reprehensible state of affairs is 
the result of apathy on the part of student leaders 
and administration alike. Simply put, there exists a 
far superior environmental program ready to be 
implemented, yet SSMU has not applied the neces- 
sary pressure to persuade the administration that 
this is one of the great concerns of the student body. 
I wil provide the leadership required to bring this ini- 
tiative to fruition. 



Wojtek Baraniak - President 

The SSMU must be committed to an active role in 
the pursuit of an environmentally conscious institu- 
tion. We must evaluate and improve our shortcom- 
ings through an environmental audit of Shatner, the 
new Student Services Building and all clubs and 
services. Working with QPIRG to continue distribu- 
tion of green boxes to McGill students is another 
achievable initiative that McGill must commit itself 
to. Moreover, the SSMU should address the issue of 
the environment in our open forum meetings to act 
upon students' environmental concerns. We must 
also continue pressuring the McGill Administration 
to draft a concrete environmental policy.

Naomi Klein speaks out on the CBA and the branding of McGill

W illi the CBA referendum now just 
24 hours away, campus is fizzing 
with talk of Coke coming to 
McGill. And all the fizz no doubt leant to 
the two-hundred plus enthusiastic students 
that packed McConnell Engineering room 
20 » best Wednesday night to hear Naomi 
Klein s|ieak out against brand names on 
campus.

Coke can contract out to Iwttling compa- 
nies, and take little responsibility for them by 
saying that the bottling company is not 
them, and instead can focus their efforts on 
building a brand ideology.

2. Although it is difficult to maintain continuity when new 
executives are elated each year, new executives should 
speak with previous ones about ongoing projects. This is 
especially important this year since the construction of the 
new Shadier cafeteria and general renovations won’t lie 
completed by the end of the year - the building still hasn’t 
been made fire code safe or wheelchair accessible. While it 
is key to finish old projects, each year new executives’ 
should bring new ideas and creativity to the job. 

3. If SSMU finances are to lie ethical, FERC has to lie an 
indqicndcnt body. This means that SSMU executives can- 
not tell FERC what to decide and FERC reports should 
made public, especially with serious issues such as the CEL 
if FERC’s findings are made publicly and done independ- 
ently it will become difficult for other interests to influence 
FERC’s decisions. It is also good that positions on FERC are 
elected, as this adds autonomy to the body

We must use 
resources that are here, therefore should ask associa- 
tions and clubs what they want.

PGSS representative moves to 
exclude Governors

A small but devoted group of students 
rallied for increased public funding 
to universities Iilsi Friday, in a protest 
organized by the Student's Society. The 
event, which culminated at the Roddick 
Gates, attracted about h() stu- 
dents sporting placards and 
passing out leaflets. 

“I think it is important that 
we take' a stand as a united 
McGill community," said 

SSMl) President Andrew 

Tischler. "The provincial gov- 
ernment is admitting that 
McGill is underfunded but says 
it won't increase funding... The 
idea is to let students on cam- 
pus know what they're facing. 

Vie really can't go on like this, 
we really have to change what's 
happening." 

At SSMU's request, McGill 
Senate endorsed the protest at 
its meeting on February 17th. 

This meant that students could 
attend the event with no aca- 
demic penally for missing 
classes. 

Despite the low turnout rel- 
ative to recent CFS demonstrations on sim- 
ilar issues, Tischler was pleased with the 
protest. Demonstrators attained hundreds 
of signatures on a petition demanding 
Quebec Education Minister Francois 
Legault to up McGill’s funding, explained 
Tischler, and the event took place at an 
opportune moment politically "The lim- 
ing for this event was perfect," he said. 
"The Quebec Youth Summit just came and 
went and was a total failure. The federal 
budget just came out and proved that there 
is money for education. The provincial 
budget is coming in two weeks, and we 
know that its a great opportunity when we 



administration and professors." 

The Post Graduate Students' Society, 
though at odds with SSMU over the Cold 
Beverage Agreement, supported the rally. 

"We differ on a lot of things," said 
councilor Damian Wheeler. "The PGSS 



opposes the CBA while SSMU sup|iorts it. 
On this, though, we are in agreement. We 
both want the government to reinvest in 
education." 

Wheeler added that he was happy to see 
SSMU protesting, a lobbying tactic it has 
rarely embraced this year. 

SSMU Clubs and Services Rep Clare 
Jennings showed up at the protest to dis- 
play her support for the cause. "I think that 
we really need to emphasize to the govern- 
ment that we obviously need a huge re- 
investment in education, "Jennings said. “I 
think that when the school is forced to turn 
to things like corporate sponsorship and 



exclusivity deals to get money for the 
school. That's a message to all of us that we 
need to get out and lie more vocal and 
much more adamant when talking to the 
government and the media about public 
education." 

Unlike Tischler, Jennings was ojienly 



disappointed with the turnout to the event. 
“I thought there would be a lot more can- 
didates running for the SSMU out here 
today I think it's a really important, if not 
(lie most important, role of the SSMU to 
lobby the government for more public 
funding." 

But despite the small number of faith- 
ful students who braved the cold for the 
protest, the vast majority of McGill students 
took little notice of the event. 

"I saw ads, I really didn't pay them any 
attention," said Sara Leone, a UO Science 
student who walked by as rally was starling, 
“i really don't think I will lie taking part."

M cGill's Senate will hear a motion 
on Wednesday to block' current 
members of the Board of 
Governors from receiving honorary doc- 
torates. 

The Board is McGill's highest division 
making body and is made up of high-pro- 
file business and community leaders. 

The motion, put forward by Post 
Graduate Students Society representative 
Stephen Dery, follows the blocked effort to 
award Royal Bank CFO and Board mem- 
ber-at-large John Cleghom an honorary 
doctorate. 

"I felt that there was a little bit too 
much of a close relationship between the 
committees that choose who gets nominat- 
ed and those who actually gel nominated," 
explained Dery 

Dery said the motion was intended to 
prevent a situation likejanuary's Cleghom 
debacle. Dory's motion has ken discussed 
with other PGSS Senators, but because it 



relates to the confidential inquiry into the 
breach of confidentiality, he said that he 
could not confer with the PGSS as a whole. 

Political Science professor Samuel 
Noumoff agreed that the motion is a nec- 
essary step. 

"I think it's reasonable and pro|icr to 
bring this forth," Noumoff said. “It does 
not create an invitation for difficulty and 
embarassment for either the Board of 
Governors and the university.” 

U|ion hearing of the motion, SSMU 
President Andrew Tischler said that the 
concept was certainly interesting, but that

Dery lielieves that his motion will press, 
but many key senators, including 
Principal Bernard Shapiro and Vice- 
Principal (Academic) Luc Vinet may not 
lie in attendance Ixvause of prior commit- 
ments. 

“The committee that selects the hon- 
orary degrees reviewed the motion, and 
they sup|Kirt it," Dery said. 

“I'm pretty confident that it will actu- 
ally go through Senate." 

Noumoff did not want to guess if the 
motion would press, but he ex|iecls some 
debate. 

“ There's never anything that comes 
kfore Senate that somebody doesn't find 
objectionable,” Noumoff said. 



"I don't really know. Someone could 
argue that the policy should lie flexible so 
that we could award an honorary’ degree to 
someone [on the board of governors! wliio 
is particularly deserving. I could see that 
argument coming, but whetyher it will I 
don't know." 

If adopted, Dory's motion will add 
Board of Governor members to the list of 
ineligible candidates. The existing policy 
excludes "active or newly retired members 
of staff" and “Canadian politicians cur- 
rently in office" from consideration for 
honorary degrees.

SSMU exec unclear on concept of human rights

Ever)’ Tuesday evening, a group of stu- 
dents meet in the Shatner Building as part 
of Amnesty International to work on pro- 
moting and protecting human rights. 

I suppose that we take it for granted that 
not all McGill students may be familiar with 
the basic idea of a human rights abuse. This 
issue was gratefully brought to our attention 
hv SSMU’s own VP Operations, Kevin 
McPhce, at our last meeting. ■ 

We now understand what clouds the 
issue for Mr. McPItee when he states that be 
has not seen evidence of human rights 
abuses by Coca-Cola: he simply doesn't 
know a human rights abuse when present- 
ed with one. Therefore, we at Amnesty 
International McGill would like to take this 
opportunity to give Mr. McPItee a primer 
on human rights violations. 

To begin with, human rights, as the 
name implies, apply to everyone who is 
"human " To relate this issue to Coca- 
Cola, yes, even Coca Cola employees in 
Guatemala are "human " 

Mr McPItee may or may not lie famil- 
iar with the international body called the 
United Nations. The United Nations was 
founded soon after the Second World War 



and in 1948 drafted the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights (UDHR), 
which was ratified by the countries of the 
UN, and outlines rights that are to be pro- 
tected for all people. It is the document 
upon which the mandate of Amnesty 
International is based. One of the things it 
protects is the right to life. 

To clarify, liecause we want this to be 
absolutely crystal clear to Mr. McPhce: if 
Coca-Cola kills unionists that work for the 
company, this is a violation of human 
rights - Coke would have violated their 
employees’ right-to-life by killing them. 

Yes, yes, I know Mr. McPhee is shaking 
his head and probably saying that this is 
not enough evidence of human rights 
abuses. (After all, I’ve only provided one 
example, which is obviously not enough 
for SSMU to take the issue into considera- 
tion.) Here's more: white employees at 
Coca-Cola's headquarters in Atlanta 
earned an average 59 |>er cent mom than 
their black counterparts in 1998. 

I know Mr. McPhee may lie confused 
again about the human rights issue 
because surely this is an issue of racism, 
not human rights, is it not? Surprisingly 
enough, while the wording may be confus- 
ing to some, racism is actually a violation 



of someone’s human rights. The UD1IR 
has a clause outlining that all people have 
the right to not be discriminated against 
on the basis of race, gender, ethnicity or 
religious practice. 

We hope we have clarified things. 
There are many more human rights that 
are outlined in the UDIIR, a copy of which 
we would lie glad to present to Mr. McPhee. 
Whether or not human rights abuses 
should lie a main focus of McGill's decision 
on the CBA, we'll be presenting “hard evi- 
dence" of violations to Mr. McPhee on 
Monday to resend to his challenge. We 
hope that being informed will allow him to 
vote on the CBA with a conscience.

SSMU ignored human rights warnings

I would like tu raise the issue of FERC 
consultation on the proposed CBA. 

As an ex-Financial Ethics Research 
Committee advisor from 1996-1998, 1 can 
say that the Cold Beverage Agreement was 
first raised as a hypothetical issue in the 
spring of 1998 by then-VP Finance & 
Operations Duncan Reid. Since there was 
no contract on the table, bis consultation 
was informal. Duncan wished to know 
whether one of the two likely contenders for 
a possible CBA (Coke or Pepsi) should lie 
black-balled. Meaning, was one of these 
companies to be avoided at all cost? Could 
one be said to Ik* lietter than the other? 

With tiiis understanding, a fellow advi- 



sor and I set off to research both compa- 
nies, and returned with the results - that 
the companies were on an equal fooling 
with respect to ethics, since they both had 
equally damnable histories. 

What was supposed to follow was that 
once an actual contract was on the table, 
the SSMU would bring the name of the 
company under consideration to FERC, 
which would then either recommend for or 
against signing. 1 would tend toward 
believing that this process actually hap- 
pened (in the year following my terni on 
FERC), if it were not for some suspicious 
items. 

First, when asked about the commit- 
tee's investigations into Coke, a 1998-1999 
FERC member declined to reply under pre- 



text of it being a "delicate issue" - when 
FERC has no mandate for secrecy at all. 
Second, the records in the VP Finance & 
0|ieration's office note that approval was 
given to both companies, when this was 
n ol the understanding reached in our ini- 
tial meeting, nor the opinion of the 
researching advisors. 

Was our preliminary consultation the 
only one? If so, then the SSMU has circum- 
vented the regulations that apply to sign- 
ing contracts of considerable value. If nut, 
then I challenge last year's FERC members, 
the current Finance Committee, or Kevin 
McPhee to prove that FERC was properly 
consulted. 

In any case, I have to wonder about 
FERC's - and SSMU's, for that matter -

McGill needs money. The alternative to 
a coqxirate agreement is higher tuition, 
because we all know that provincial and 
federal funding won't cut it. No matter 
what budget we are talking about, no mat- 
ter how high education is on the list, the 
funds never come.

Now a word about this "human rights 
violation" stuff. Do ya'II remember when 
Nike was the bad guy? Child labour? 
Sweatshops, etc...? And remember where 
that ended? It became apparent almost 
immediately that every major shoe compa- 
ny was involved in equally shady produc- 
tion arrangements. 

Though Nike, as the largest shoe coin- 

definition of “corporate ethics" or 
“research skills," if Coke is actually being 
considered an ethical company with which 
to do business. Allegations of corporalc- 
sponsored Colombian death squads, sup- 
|Kirt for African dictatorships, past Nazi col- 
laboration, violent anti-unionism in 
Guatemala, and racist employee practices 
in the States, aside from their attempted 
rainforest devastation in Belize, broken 
recycling promises, and massive downsiz- 
ing everywhere (despite massive prof- 
its)... how much more does it take for a 
coqwralion to be declared unethical? 



jiany, does have a certain obligation to set 
the standard, it is important to remember 
that the whole premise of capitalism is to 
undercut the competition in order to dom- 
inate the market. And what with all the free 
trade nowadays, these practices probably 
aren’t even illegal. So this problem goes 
way lieyond one or even many companies’ 
particular exploitative practices. 

Now, I realize it is somewhat more diffi- 
cult to boycott capitalism than Nike, or even 
shoes for that matter; however, consumer 
choice is not going to make a difference. 

I do not deny that Coke has a very 
shady background. I would'nt be surprised 
if accusations concerning violence against 
unionists in Coke bottling plants in 
Columbia were absolutely true. However, I 
also recall Pepsi’s coo|ieration with mur- 
derous dictatorships in Burma several 
years ago (perhaps ongoing). 

It is naive to think that the way to 
change tilings is by sacrificing our educa- 
tion, and it is also naive to assume that 
liecause Coke is in the s|iotlight right now 
(mostly liecause of the CBA), they are the 
only evil beverage company. 

I would propose that we accept the 
CBA. perhaps getting a hit more than 
$10-million (can we get 1 1 years of infla- 
tionary adjustments for 1 1 years of loyal- 
ty?), and use some of the money to pro- 
mote anti-WTO, Seallle-esque protests and 
demonstrations which address the greater 
problem, rather than a specific evil.

In the spring of 1996, motivated by 
similar concerns about Pepsi, students 
voted a-1 to break the contract and create 
FERC. The contract was never broken - 
SSMU officials cited fear of legal repercus- 
sions. 

But this time, no contract has been 
signed. This time, students will have the 
opportunity to vote down signing their 
consciences away, and the SSMU will really 
have to do something about it.

Con Deals Normal 

Students at McGill have now been 
talking about and dealing with the Cold 
Beverage Agreement (CBA) for at least 
fourteen months (see last year's Daily of 
March 19,1999). 

Several |xiints have been consistently 
missed in discussions concerning the his- 
tory of exclusivity agreements in general 
with the government, para-public institu- 
tions and specifically universities. 

All levels of government, including 



universities, have had exclusive agree- 
ments" for decades, and will continue to 
have them. McGill has had them and con- 
tinues to have them for products ranging 
from |ia|>er, to photocopiers, to food servic- 
es. to car rentals to any other numlier of 
things that you can think of. 

McGill University does have exclusive 
arrangements which last for periods of over 
10 years, and these have not adversely 
affected students, nor academic freedoms. 

This exclusivity agreement (the CBA) 
sets no precedent and sends no message to 
either the government or to Cola compa- 
nies. 

It’s nothing new and doesn't change 
llie university except that you won't be able 
to buy Pepsi jiroducts, and it will generate 
new monies for McGill, half of which is to 
lie sjient directly by students, where under- 
funding hasn't given us any. 

Conversely, denying a CBA will change 



nothing for Coca-Cola and will not help 
students - the status quo and lack of funds 
will go on. 

Despite allegations of questionable 
practices and other concerns, cola compa- 
nies will still lie on campus next year, colas 
will still lie bought on campus, and we will 
still pay for them. 

The only difference is that we won't 
receive any lienefits in return and nor will 
our educations.

This 
Coca-Cola spokesperson was already pre- 
tending, before any contract was even 
signed, that McGill University is "his." 
Coca-Cola now feels it has to proselytize to 
convince McGill students about why its 
proposed Cold Beverage Agreement is good. 

To me, this is highly disturbing. In a 
public institution, I, as a McGill student, 



stood therewith several others being overt- 
ly preached to about "The Real Thing." 

We are told that McGill and Coke will 
remain distinct in the case that the CBA is 
signed. Obviously, the SSMU told us time 
and again, there would not be any sub- 
stantial changes on campus after a CBA. 
"It's confidential, but trust us," screams 
Andrew Tischlcr in classes. After witnessing 
this campaign by a Coke spokesperson, I 
don't trust anybody anymore. 

Aid to "free money," I answer that the 
imposition of forced increases in sales and 
fines (like at UBC, Queen's, and York 
University) and substantial price raises 
(like at the University of Manitoba, York 
University, UBC, and Western) is not free 
money.

Candidates Preen 
for Students 



Impressive turnout at Leacock debate

A mixture uf partisan supporters and 
interested bystanders filled Leacock 
232 Thursday evening as hundreds 
of students came to hear the SSMU candi- 
dates' debate hosted by McGill's Debating 
Union. 

The Presidential candidates provided 
the most interest of the evening, with 
Horn Severino, Tamana Kochar, and 
Wojlek Baraniak vying for SSMU's top 
spot. 

Hopeful Rom Severino led off with a 
call to address funding problems with a 
renewed intensity in student lobbying 
efforts and a promise to run a high-pro- 
file student conference before next year's 
federal budget. But Severino's night took 
a downturn in the question period of the 
debate, when he often found himself 
falling back on refrains like “I will not 
lie, I don't have the SSMU experience 
they [the other candidates] do, so I can't 
really answer your question." 

Kochar emphasized her unique posi- 
tion in the race as the lone candidate to 
have played a big part in SSMU and the 
residence community, but never to have 
held down a position that pulled her away 
from day-to-day student life. "I still know 
what it’s like to be a student at McGill," 
she said. 

Baraniak replied saying that "one of 
the biggest problems faced by student gov- 
ernment is turnover. It basically takes five 
months before you even figure out what is 
going on in there." 

The final question to the trio came 
from outgoing President Andrew Tischler, 
when he pointed out in French that while 
only onc-fiflh of McGill's student makeup 
is francophone, most of the meetings the 
president attends outside McGill are con- 
ducted in French. 

Kochar turned defiant, telling the 
audience, "I don't need to speak the same 
language to represent the students of this 
university." She furthered promised to 



enrol in French classes at McGill if elected. 

Baraniak followed, in broken French, 
telling the audience just how important 
he felt it to he for a student leader to he 
able to communicate with francophone 
students as well as Quebec politicians. 

The race between Jeremy Farrell and 
Louis Messier for VP Community and 
Government also centred around each 
one's respective linguistic background. 

"I believe this is the one SSMU exec- 
utive position where it is actually desir- 
able that the person speak I teller French 
than English," said Messier, who is a 
bilingual francophone. “I can represent 
McGill in Ottawa, and in Quebec.” 

Farrell got the audience's applause 
with his response, in simple hut fluent 
French, that he loo felt confident in his 
ability to communicate in French. 

The issue of membership in student 
lobby movements also grew heated, when 
a memlter of the audience asked each 
candidate’s opinion on McGill’s relations 
with La Federation Étudiante 
Universitaire du Québec, the province's 
biggest student front. 

“SSMU absolutely should not he 
involved in any organization with a sep- 
aratist mandate,” Farrell argued. 

But Messier countered, saying that 
SSMU's invisibility in the student front 
that manages to get the most attention 
from the provincial government hurt 
McGill's chances for funding. "The gov- 
ernment in Quebec thinks that there is 
no student life at McGill, they think.. .all 
we do is study," he said. 

The fight for the VP University Affairs 
was the source of much less debate, with 
candidates Clara Péron, Amarkai Laryea, 
and Jacquie Poitras doing little more 
than agreeing with one another, 
although Pérou led the way with initia- 
tives to develop lines of communication 
between SSMU and administration. 
Péron also kept the atmosphere easy- 
going, joking about her experience and 
her boyfriend, outgoing VP UA Xavier Van 



Chau. "I have worked closely with the 
current VP, maybe a little too closely," she 
said. 

VP Clubs and Services wannabes 
Chris Gratlo, Akin Alaga, and Andre 
Nance also had trouble differentiating 
their respective goals for the position. All 
three made similar promises to increase 
the number of avenues open for clubs 
looking for funding and to he earnest 
enforcers of SSMU regulations pertaining 
to the dubs under their portfolio. Only 
Nance appeared to make it known how- 
ever that he was committed to working 
diligently, with his promise of “longer 
office hours, land] immediate responses 
to phone messages." 

The race between Jay Antao, Arif 
Chowdhury, and Kevin McPhec for VP 
0|>erations was best characterized as one 
of insider-versus-outsiders. Balancing 
himself on the front table to give his ini- 
tial speech, incumbent McPhee defended 
himself against charges he could not 
“claim to be representing students, when 
Die] will have spent two years playing at 
being a fat-cat-administrator-politi- 
cian." 

Asked how each planned to vote on 
the CBA, McPhee told the crowd, “I will 
vote yes, because I have seen the contract 
and I feel confident as an individual stu- 
dent that none of my rights will he 
threatened." 

But Antao and Chowdhury both said 
they would oppose the CBA precisely 
because they had not been lucky enough, 
like McPhee, to see the contract. Both 
said even if they had seen the contract 
between McGill and Coke, that they 
would still feel it was essential for every 
student have that same opportunity 
before any decision could he made. 

Bob Tarie, Jesse Andrews, Mark 
Cltodos, Pete Wielgosz, and Kosta Dristas 
rounded off the VP Communication and 
Events ballot, each promising, if elected, 
to improve e-mail communication, 
SSMU's website, and McGill's party scene.

post that year after the position was made to 
demand an academic with doctorate level 
qualifications. She took a leave and agreed 
to the deal that committed McGill to offer- 
ring her an appropriate administrative |iosi- 
tion on her return - a deal that she says now, 
McGill failed to live up to. 

And since her dismissal, she says, her 
fight to get her job back while representing 
herself in court has been a tough one. 
Supporters have called her plight one to 
tackle the justice system's whole approach 
to handling wrongful dismissal cases. 

"It's been a real David and Goliath 
battle,” Klamph said. 

Justice Jacques Delisle, who delivered 
the unanimous verdict on behalf of the 
Appeal Court's three-judge panel, also 
commended Sheppard’s efforts. Delisle 
told Sheppard that if she didn't return to a 
job at McGill, that she should consider a 
legal career. 

"Vou should take a law degree," he 
said. "Vou would be good lawyer." 

Sheppard says she now has to decide 
whether to proceed with her campaign to 
have Justice Dubois recused from the case 
or push ahead with her trial. 

Ilona Kwiatkowski, a fonner McGill 
employee who was recently involved in a 
similar case with McGill, said she could 
relate to Sheppard and was supporting her 
in her case against the university. 

"[McGill administrators] deserve to 
get their knuckles rapped severly and start 
treating people in a fair manner," 
Kwiatkowski said. 

She added, of Sheppard's case, "The 
McGill administration has really lost its 
integrity.” 




S fluents .meet with Pettigrew to dis- 
cuss WTO 



VANCOUVER (CUP) - After pushing for 
months for a meeting with Pierre 
Pettigrew, federal minister of International 
Trade, a trio of students finally got their 
chance to take Ottawa to task for its 
involvement in the World Trade 
Organization. 

Three University of British Columbia 
students Veljacic and /Andreas Hernandez 
flew to the nation’s capital two weeks ago 
to meet with Pettigrew. 

List November, the three were mem- 
bers of the WTO Action Committee, a UBC 
group that launched a hunger strike to 
protest Canadian participation in die glob- 
al trade organization. 

“The average citizen could not have a 
voice in these meetings,” said Gabriel. "Yet 
the decisions being made in these meetings 
affected all citizens." 

During the WTO summit, the minis- 
ter's office did not res|)ond to any of the 
hundreds of e-mailed messages or letters 
sent by the hunger strikers and their sup- 
porters. 

Though Pettigrew's office refused 



early requests to meet with the students, 
the committee “pushed and pushed" 
until early last week, when they were 
granted a 45-minute meeting with 
Pettigrew. 

The committee's demands included 
immediate accountability and increased 
democratic involvement in Canada’s WTO 
membership. 

"The main purpose of the meeting was 
to promote [an] education campaign," 
said Gabriel. "/And then, far in the future, to 
talk about the idea of bringing Canada's 
membership in the WTO back to a referen- 
dum."

ly enough, according to the students. 

The students (relieve that Pettigrew 
acknowledged their demands, but that he 
is unlikely to alter his approach to public 
involvement in trade |>olicies. 



The ministry recently polled 400 
people on the WTO and Canada's trade 
policies. Most respondents agreed that 
there is a "need for greater transparen- 
cy, and continued public dialogue on 
the trade agenda." 

“W'e don’t disagree that trade happens 
and that trade will happen,” explained 
Veljacic, "but how we’re involved in trade is 
what we're concerned about whether it's an 
ethical, democratic process."

National Post hacks remove!) from U 
of Guelpii 

TORONTO (CUP) - The University of 
Guelph (U of G) removed the newspa|wr 
racks of the National Post after it distrib- 
uted free copies of its paper on campus 
without authorization. 

The Post, which is owned by newspaper 
baron Conrad Black, liegan distributing 
free copies at the Southwest Ontario uni- 
versity on Feb. 14. 

When Nancy Sullivan, Vice-President 
Administration at the University, learned of 
the distribution plan she asked an assistant 
to call the paper to have the racks taken 
away. 

"They were not authorized to locate 
their Ixrxes where they put them," said 
Sullivan. “So we asked them to remove 
them and they did." 

In related news, the Newspaper 
Audience Databank Inc. (NADbank) - a 
Canadian company that conducts research 
in urban markets for newspa|iers and other 
media clients - is currently conducting a 
national readership survey. 



A well-placed media source, who spoke 
to Canadian University Press on the condi- 
tion of anonymity, says the Post has 
increased its print run and is distributing 
free papers on campuses to lioust its 
NADbank numbers. 

An official at the Post categorically dis- 
missed the charge. 

"We've been doing this [distributing 
palters on c;unpuses| for about five years," 
said Roliert Henri, the paper's education 
sales co-ordinator "It's a long-tenn pro- 
gram." 

The Post has existed for less than two 
years. But The Financial Post - which 
now comprises the National Post's 
financial section - has been around for 
years. 

“None of these programs arc new. 
They're continuing relationships that have 
been ongoing for many years," said Henri. 
"There's nothing new except there's been 
some controversy raised Irecause of the 
Toronto Star's program.” 

This past summer, the Toronto Star 
signed an agreement with A’ork 
University that saw thousands of free 
copies of the Star distributed on the 
Toronto campus. 

The Star program was faced with 
intense opposition from members of the 
student press. 

Campus newspapers feared large 
dailies would insert split-run ads in spe- 
cial issues distributed on campuses - 
which would hurt their advertising rev- 
enue - and lower the pickup rale of stu- 
dent papers.

It geLs to the point where the 
actors in the final, ostensibly emotional 
scene, are completely upstaged by the 
vision of Madonna's legs silhouetted by 
the sun shining through her gauzy, sli- 
pless skirt. 

The supjiorling cast deserves some 
credit for doing their best to survive in this j 
Madonna-fest. Everett's treatment of the 
poor script is probably as good is it possi- 
bly could lie. Lynn Redgrave, in a small 
role is Robert's mother, shows that true 
acting talent can shine through the 
murkiest material. And as Robert's AIDS- 
stricken friend, Neil Patrick Harris is very 
convincing in his bitter, depressed, and 
pessimistic character.

West Coast author writing between science fiction and horror

TORONTO (CUP) - |-Vw writers can 
claim to constantly work and make a 
decent living solely on their writing, like 
Edo van lielkom can. 

Bclkom has published over ISO short 
stories, is the author or editor of nearly a 
dozen books and his won or been nomi- 
nated for limiterons awards. He is also one 
of Canada's misters of genre fiction: he is 
a writer and editor of works of horror, sci- 
ence fiction; fantasy, mystery and erotica. 

lie says he finds little difference in the 
writing of these genres. 

"There isn't a lot of difference between 
the genres for me is far as writing goes 
since i don't approach a horror story any 
differently than 1 would a mystery or fanta- 
sy." said Belkom. "But, I'm sure that there 
are plenty of unconscious devisions being 
made during the writing process that just 
liapixm because they 'feel' right for what- 
ever story I happen to lie writing." 

Belkom say s he finds horror or mystery 
stories without a supernatural element the 
easiest to write, and the most fun. 

"When I write those kinds of stories I 
can concentrate on the emotional angst of 
the characters instead of coming up with 
some new monster or type of magic," he 
explained. "I enjoy doing the odd science 



fiction story too, hut I don't have the scien- 
tific knowledge to write hard science-fic- 
tion. so my stuff usually hears a striking 
resemblance to fantasy.” 

Belkom'swork Ins been likened to that 
of several famous writers, including 
Stephen King and Ray Bradbury. It's a 
comparison he finds flattering, but some- 
what daunting. 

"A reader who is truly familiar with the 
body of work produced by those two writers 
will draw obvious similarities with my 
work." he said. "But the casual reader 
might come away thinking, Tie ain't no 
Stephen King, that's for damn sure!' So it's 
a nice comparison, hut it's also something 
to lx* wary of" 

Belkom realized he wanted to write 
fantasy and horror stories when he first 
read Ray Bradbury's collection of short sto- 
ries. The October Country. 

lie Ins since read all of Bradbury's 
work, is well is everything by Robert Bloch 
and Richard Matheson, and is currently 
making his way through the short stories 
of W. I! Kinsclla. 

For his muse Belkom finds the extraor- 
dinary in the ordinary, 

"I get my inspiration from the world 
around me." he declared. "There's materi- 
al everywhere you look, is long is you look 
at things with a writer's eye. " 



In 1998, along with David Nickle, 
Belkom won the Brain Stoker Award - the 
Horror Writers Association's highest hon- 
our - for a short story entitled "Rat Food," 
which appears in his collection of short 
stories, Death Drives a Semi. Belkom has 
also been nominated twice for the Crime 
Writers Association of Canada's Arthur Ellis 
Awards. 

The Aurora Awards are the premiere lit- 
erary prizes for works of science fiction and 
fantasy in Canada, and were founded in 
1980. After five nominations, Belkom final- 
ly won the Aurora 

Award in the English short story cate- 
gory in 1999 for Hockey's Night in 
Canada." The short story explores what 
might have happened if Paul Henderson 
hadn't scored his famous goal against the 
Russians in 1972. 

Belkom's most recent |irojecl is The 
Aurora Awards: An Anthology of Prize- 
Winning Science Fiction & Fanils)’, which 
he edited. It is a compilation of the short 
stories that have won the Aurora Award in 
the list ten years. The collection offers the 
reader a cross-section of some of this coun- 
try's best in science fiction and fantasy. 

Thematically, each story in the collec- 
tion has some political statement -or state- 
ments - to make regarding the situation 
our society and our world is currently in. 



Prophetic visions of the future are used 
to comment on the present and where it's 
headed, and the ramifications of those 
directions. 

Stylistically, the prose is fairly simple, 
straying away from the poetic or cryptic. 
There are no lengthy descriptions or atten- 
tion to minor details, most of the text con- 
centrating on plot and dialogue. 

In Candasjane Dorsey's "Sleeping in a 
Box," |ieople inhabiting the moon display 
the artificiality that runs rampant in our 
society The moon is called “the box", and 
iLs buildings harlxmr sterile environments 
and artificial |ieople whose actions and 
responses are robotic and automatic. The 
only life in this harsh environment can lie 
seen in the images at the windows, images 
that are transferred from Earth. 

The collection also includes stories by 
James Alan Gardner, Eileen Kernaghan, 
Sally McBride, David Nickle, Karl 
Schroeder, Michael Skeet. Peter Watts and 
Robert Charles Wilson. 

Both science-fiction fans and amateurs 
alike will find the stories in this collection 
entertaining, and often educational. These 
stories provoke the reader to think about, 
and reflect on, the stale of our current soci- 
ety and world - where we've been, where we 
are, and where we're going.

E ver since nomads settled down and 
fonned sedentary communities, |ieo- 
ple have needed gathering s|xits to 
participate in certain activities.

Basic government 
and civil society find their roots in such an 
environment. To oversimplify, in Western 
society these groujis evenlully evolved into 
the Church and the nation-state. People 
met in churches and decisions were made 
by states. 

In the Catholic tradition, churches 
provided a grand building with artwork 
where people could meet to sing music, 
heal themselves through confession, ;md 
meet with other members of their commu- 
nity. The decline of the role of religion in 
Western society is well documented and 
the wavs in which |ieople fill the gap in 
their lives, if they do, is varied. 

Walking through the Eaton Centre it is 
difficult (o ignore the way the mall acts as a 
community magnet. Montreal is a big city 
and the same people aren’t meeting each 
other cveiy week at the Eaton Centre, but 
consider the parallels. The building iLself 
|x>kes out from the surrounding shops and 
acLs as a s|xike in the commerce wheel of 
downtown St. Catherine Street West. 

Inside the building, the glass ceiling 
soars stories above the wandering crowds 
and the rectangular-shaped mall forces 
your gaze down the length of the walls. The 
altar is nowhere to be seen but the shape 
and style are eerily familiar 

Thanks to the popularity of commer- 
cial radio, MTV, and its Canadian equiva- 
lent, the |iop hits of the day that play over 
the PA are songs that most people share. 
While people aren't all reading from hymn- 
books, they are sharing a musical canon. 

I think that few people can deny hav- 
) ing gone to the mall to shop to make 
themselves feel better after a bad day or 
some disappointment. This is no substitute 
for a confession for sins, but the similarity 
is striking. 

' Instead of going to a church or other 
1 meeting place, we are going to the Eaton 
Centre. It satisfies the s;une ends while 
avoiding all the benefits of religious guid- 
ance. The building singles our self-percep- 
tion while we shop, but offers no art. We 
feel better by buying pullovers, but we 
don't learn anything about trying to live a 
j belter life.

New Exhibit mixes colours on and off canvas

P ari of human nature is to judge and 
lx: judged. There are few ways to 
escape it. In art, artists might not be 
supposed to judge their subject, but at the 
very least, they observe and represent what 
they see. 

Behind this philosophy are paint- 
ings, sculptures, drawings, and photo- 
graphs spanning two centuries and 
representing black girls and women: at 
work or at rest, as specific individuals 
or general stereotypes, clothed or 
naked. The show demonstrates the 
persistent historical interest in the 
black female subject by white 
Canadian artists. The purpose of the 
exhibition is to re-examine the histor- 
ical context within which the works 
were produced and to raise important 
questions surrounding ingrained 
beliefs about the power and function 
of art. and the historical significance 
and dominance of colonial ideals of 
race and sex. 

The objectives are ambitious, but the 
exhibition succeeds in making the visitor 
wonder about the meaning of black 
women as subject in art. 

Some of the titles are: Segro Girl iriilj 



Red Flowers (Yvonne McKougue 
Housser), Négresse, Dark Girl (Lawren 
I 1 . Harris, 1937), I’orlmil of a Negro 
Slate (Francois Malépart de Beaucourt, 
1786). Obviously, those are not tenus that 
would lx: used today because of their 
racist connotation. But even while relo- 
cating the paintings in the context of the 
time, questions arise about the artistic 
process. White artisLs of the colonial time 
were fascinated by exoticism, and sought 
black women as an ideal subject for its 
representation. Should we then examine 
this art as a fonn of colonial discourse? 
The works help us ponder the thought. 

What is interesting is that most of the 
ixirlraits represent sad women. In their 
eyes, there is this melancholic and absent 
gaze, ;is if happiness was not their due. 
The colourful backgrounds that surround 
their bodies are not there to brighten the 
painting but to illustrate the exotic con- 
text. Thus, the red flowers behind the 
naked Ixxly or the traditional ruddy hat 
encircling the extremely beautiful faces 
mainly reinforce the sorrow. It sometimes 
comets an impression of naivete. Some of 
the portraits are reminiscent of Gaughin’s 
work. 

In other paintings, the artists use the 
black women ;is completely abstract sub- 



jects. This is the case for the various 
scenes of labouring black women. In 
Market Place (Yvonne McKougue 
Housser) none of the women are distin- 
guishable from the mass. Ml the women 
have traditional baskets on the top of 
their heads, and are bustling about. 
There is no representation of black 
women as hospital staff or teachers 
because this was not the social role that 
they had at the time. 

It is nice to walk through the different 
works of the exhibition. The paintings arc 
colourful. The |K>rtrails represent wonderful 
women with attractive bodies or girls in 
Sunday dresses. Some of the scenes show the 
traditional life and others offer a view of the 
black high society. The collection is enrich- 
ing. What matters is that the visitor can feel 
uncomfortable when thinking about what 
was in the artist's mind: w:ls it a mere will 
to realize a |wrtrait or a clear claim for 
social and racial difference between the 
artist and the subject? It is hard to judge.

H a Ha Hollywood, Eric Lidouceur is 
smarter than you. While the Reach 
was being panned by the critics, I 
got to see Batman's penis. 

The two are related. The connection 
lies in the work of one Eric Ladouceur; 
artist. Ladouceur's exhibit through Super 
Heroes et autres mensonges intelligent- 
ly and insightfully tears away at the social 
barriers that separate childhood innocence 
and adult sexuality. And you get to see The 
Joker doing it doggy-style. 

The joke's on Leo. If you go and see 
Eric Ladouceur's exhibit, you will never 
look at comic books the same way again. 
You will giggle at Batman and your sides 
will split whenever you see The Black Cat 
in an awkward stance. Ladouceur will 
change the way you see these images of 
our childhood, lie has made the connec- 
tion between pornography and comic 
books heroes: thank you Jesus. 

Ilis art contains graphic sexual 
images, maybe from Swank (I read it 
for the articles), displayed on baseball- 
sized cards. Inscribed on each card is the 
name of a super-hero. In front of the 
image is a sketch of that super-hero, 
fully clothed in his or her specific cos- 
tume, but in the exact same position as 
the subject of the sexual ad on the card 
behind it. The fascinating part is that 



these are the exact positions in which we 
would find these super-heroes in a comic 
book. Next time you nostalgically look at 
the comic rack, remembering your 
childhood filled with Spiderman and 
Doctor Octopus, take a closer, more 
Freudian look at where the good Dr.'s 
tentacles are landing. 

Back to Leo. A little disclaimer: I like 
the work of Leonardo DiCaprio. I think he 
is fine actor. I admire him for his work in 
This Hoy 's Life, Total Eclipse and Romeo 
& Juliet. 

While Ladouceur was giving insight 
into the popular culture we worship and 
tearing away our perceptive barriers, 
DiCaprio was tearing around a beach, 
smoking dope. But he does it in front of 
millions of |teople, Ladoucer’s doesn't. 
The only relevance to be found in The 
Reach is its role as yet another example 
of the insipid power of the commercial 
arts. The Reach does nothing. It 
changes nothing, it carries no message; 
it is a thematically-weak interpretation 
of a novel already ensconced in themat- 
ic superficiality. Ladouceur's work, on 
the other hand, has something to say 
and will probably affect your percep- 
tions. 

The contrast is not between the rele- 
vance of the two art forms, it is a contrast 
of what we value in art. leo's 7 he Reach 
will be seen by millions of viewers and will, 



probably, leave all of them unaffected But 
it will be seen by millions. Ladouceur's 
exhibit, Through Super Heroes el attires 
mensonges, will be seen by very few peo- 
ple, comparably, but will leave most of its 
viewers with new ideas about siqter heroes. 

So who's on top? I can't say, but if you 
check out this exhibit, you'll know it defi- 
nitely isn't Robin.

Folk music is often overlooked as a 
source of creative innovation, which is 
pretty ironic considering how much 
contemporary rock and pop really 
derived from different forms of folk 
music (notwithstanding those assets 
which were derived primarily from com- 
puter programming). There’s no short- 
age of creative energy in Brian Body's 
disc Diridcd Man, a whirlwind lour 
through varying tempos, textures, 
instrumentations, and lyrical themes. 

Invoking everything from I’hish's 
"Divided Sky" on the opening track 
"Nietzscliian Slip" with aggressive 
chords and piano-guitar interaction, to 
road-trip country, and even the emerg- 
ing fiddle-and-siren-song Canadian folk 
archet\|K‘, "The Cattle Run," the allium 
is evidence that Brian Rudy Ills many 
ideas to share. 

This brings us to the question of 
virtuosity are these performers up to 
the task of conveying all of these ideas 
and trying all these different styles on 
for size? Oh, baby. Rudy has assembled 
a tremendous group, aptly named 
"Croup Rudy,” to support him and 
their telepathic communication is 



reminiscent of a tight jazz combo: on 
guitars, Rudy himself and Brent 
Klassen; two drummers, Gavin Brown 
(Danko Jones and Big Sugar) and 
Dave Clark (of the Rheostatics); 
bassist Tom Daniels; and pianist Kevin 
Ranncy complement most of the tracks 
while Cate Friescn and Lori Cullen 
provide guest female vocals. Sheila 
Gruner also contributes violin to sever- 
al tracks. 

Though there is a lot of variety in 
|Ktce and fad from song to song, there is 
a melodic motif that ties the album 
together. This is sometimes strange, it 
fads as if the songs should sound alike 
but somehow don't. 

This isn't helped much by Rudy's 
earnest, but not quite comfortable 
singing: his voice has a consistent 
quality across the songs that neither 
quite settles into the music, nor really 
"sells" the stylistic theme of each indi- 
vidual piece. However, his lyrics, 
writingand his guitar licks provide the 
album with what amounts to a narra- 
tive voice. It's not a disc you'll pul on 
to enter "dull mode" or to out any 
serious moves. This is essentially a folk 
album, and that music is best for one 
specific thing: listening. You will find 
listening to this CD very rewarding.

What has happened to my hair idol Robert 
Smith? Yes, the hair is intact on the cover of 
last week's newest addition, Bloodflowers, to 
The Cure's canon but once I got past plastic 
wrap and the liner notes, all was not well. 
Having already been exposed to the Pel Shop 
Boys' recent attempt at recycling themselves, I 
was hardly in the mood for Robert to under- 
take a similar creative dead-end. 

Sure enough though, there it is: an 
album which seems to lie a vague attempt 
at extending the wonderful harmonic 
beauty of earlier efforts, "A Letter to 
Elise"and “Jupiter Crash" immediately 
come to mind, from Wish and Wild Mood 
Swings respectively. Music that had been 
so good at describing everything falling 
apart at the seams, actually seems to Ik 1 
itself coming apart on Bloodjlowers. 

I know it's harsh to hold them to past 
heroic efforts, but The Cure lias always 
represented an 8()'s phenomenon that 
matured like good wine in the 90's. So 
yeah, I was expecting more than oversim- 
plified, repetitive lyrics and the half-heart- 
ed attempts at reviving the gorgeous tex- 
turing of bass-line's (as seen licfore in 
efforts such as “Lovesong.") 

The careful and coy storytelling that 
led me to fall in love with songs like 
"Friday I’m in Dive" and "Close to Me" in 
the fitst place is overtly absent. Robert 
takes to making direct comments on life 
and irritatingly s|ieaks to an absent "you" 
(had break-up perhaps?) I wonder if lie lis- 
tens to his own music when he breaks up 
with someone? Please! Give me the fluid 
poetry of “Jupiter Crash" over this any day! 

W hat the hell happened to writing |xip 
songs? i have always lielieved, and still do, 
that this so-called "goth" band wrote some 
of the most inspiring, thought-provoking, 
and beautiful |iop music of the last twenty 
years. But there is no "Just Like Heaven" or 
"Mint Car" to save this one. In fact, of the 
nine tracks, only one is under four min- 
utes, and four are over six! Oh, and you 
certainly cannot dance to any of this non- 
sense. So I asked myself, if I can't dance to

this, and it doesn’t engage me, what exact- 
ly is going on here? Why? Well, a dark, 
lamentable trip into a few corners of Rob's 
psyche should make things clear enough. 
We’ve got unrequited love, lost love, love 
that’s gotten too old and stale, and finally 
Roller! himself making acute declarations 
of creative suicide. “I’ve run right out of 
feeling and I've run right out of world and 
everything I promised, and everything I 
tried yeah everything 1 ever did, I used to 
feed the fire." 

So we are left with, by the time the 
seven-and-a-half minute final track, 
also the title track, winds to a close with 
its painful screeching: glowing embers of 
what’s gone, at least for now, for Robert 
and his gang. Someone should have 
warned them, there’s just no such thing 
as resting in the canon and ex|iecting to 
still impress. My advice, as if I should be 
dishing any is to take some risks next 
time.

D'Angelo, 
who now has a critically-acclaimed 
album, Voodoo, which has Grammy writ- 
ten all over it, wrote “Everyday," and 
there’s a track by the late Marvin Gayc 
(check out "Trouble Man.") Dedicated to 
her daughter, after which the album is 
named, Black Diamond is a brilliant 
multi-faceted opus.
